In the United States there Is no 
such system, providing for a test 
whenever a controversy arises. 
President Roosevelt “went to the 
country” in 1936 and won over­ 
whelmingly. But that corresponded 
to one of England’s regularly spaced 
elections at seven-year intervals. An 
English government <or administra­ 
tion) would “go to the country” 
right now, regardless of 1936 or 1940, 
on the supreme court issue. 
The United States has not the 
requisite machinery—or “responsive 
government.” •

WILSON’S PREDICAMENT 
President Wilson, an ardent be­ 
liever in the English system of “re­ 
sponsive government.” imported the 
expression “going to the country 
into the United States. 
But he could not force a popular ; 
vote as to war settlement and the : 
League of Nations. 
W hat the popular verdict might 
have 
been 
is 
problematic. 
He 
never heard it. 
Undoubtedly his notion was that 
he would have been indorsed if he 
could have been listened to by the 
electorate, but congress was against 
him. 
He could not have a vote, but, by 
making speeches, here, there and 
everywhere, perhaps he could have 
stirred up a popular sentiment suf­ 
ficient to overawe the legislators. 
His difficulty was that he could 
not make such an appeal.
